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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 29-32 and 38-42 in the reply filed on 7/13/2009 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). It is noted that claim 32 was not included in the original restriction 
requirement filed 6/17/2009, however Applicant has properly noted in the reply that claim 32 
belongs with Group I. 

2. Claims 33-37 are withdrawn from fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7/13/2009. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 29-32, drawn to an artificial corundum crystal, classified in class 501, 
subclass 86. 

II. Claims 38-42, drawn to a raw material for producing an artificial corundum 
crystal, classified in class 75, subclass 235. 



4. Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate

product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are patentably distinct 
(MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as a raw 
material for producing a crystal having crystal not having a crystal face selected fi-om the group 
consisting of a (113), (012), (104), (110), (101), (116), (211), (122), (214), (100), (125) (223), 

(131) and a (312) face, such as a crystal having a (1 1 1) face, and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct because there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
